A graphic tale of the cruelties in- 
flieted on British and Canadian pris- 
oners of war is told by Pte. Robert 


D. Lang of Winnipeg, who for ten Pw 


months was a prisoner in a German 
internment camp. Captured at Ypres 
after lying on the field of battle with 
half his foot) shot away, he..was starv- 
ed for three days, and for three days 
more lay starving in a dirty cattle car 
on his way to Germany. Even on ar- 
rival in the camp proper. attention 
was not given him, and he was rough- 
ly, almost brutally doctored, When 
‘he had sufficiently «recovered he was 
put to work in quarries and salt mines, 
with nothing but two cups of baked 
acorns mixed with the water, called 
coffee, a slice of black bread and some 
watery soup for his rations. ’ 

“We were nearly starved to death,” 
he said. “As long as we were there we 
received nothing but the black bread 
and the watery mixture called a up 
Many insults, which we were power-: 
less to avenge, were thrown at, us, 
and the guards kicked us when they 
took a notion, just for fun. Out of 
forty parcels’ which I know to have 
been sent to me I received only 
twelve.” : 

Ten months. of such treatment. 
coupled -with the © after-effects of a 
badly healed’ wound, was sufficient to 
render him unfit for further, active 
service, and in February of this year 
he was exchanged along with seven | 
other Canadians. At the camp were 
seventy other prisoners, mostly. me'n- 
bers of the 15th Battalion (Toronto 
Highlanders).. It was at-Gottingen 
that he was interned. 

Pte. Lang is a Winnipeg man, and 
was a member of the 8th Batta'ion.

paper “Chronik . der  Christlichen 
Welt.”

“The first invasion of the Russians 
in August, 1914, was far. more. ex- 
tensive than the second; almost sub- 
merged by the ebb and flow of the 
hostile armies. But the economie 
and also the ecclesiastical damage 
was comparatively slight. The Rus- 
sians regarded the territory, which 
they hemmed in on both sides, as a 
safe possession, an annexed _ pro- 
vinee. From this feeling, but also 
without doubt from an originally sin- 
cere desire for a humane and orderly 
method of conducting the war, it is to 
be explained that there were no de- 
vastations, lootings or cruclties af- 
fecting the goods and chattels of the 
civil population, who on their side no 
doubt showed themselves free from 
fanaticism. Jhe few isolated excep- 
tions, which naturally could not be 
avoided among such huddled masses 
of men, have been afterwards exagger- 
ated beyond measure and represented 
as general ” '

Beer Worse Than Whiskey 


Beer is Not the Harmless: Drink it is 
Supposed to be. 


Over twenty-five years 
A. McDonald appointed a Royal Com- 
mission to enquire into the liquor 
problem. The Chairman of the com- 
mission, Judgs Clark, stated that near- 
ly all doctors said that ‘beer was worse 
than whiskey, but at that time we 
could not tell the reason why. 

Some years after that the great in- 
vestigator, Von Noorden, discovered in 
beer an acid to which he did not give 
a name, which wrought havoc on the 
kidneys, heart and liver. So the mat- 
ter stood until Prof. Reinitzer of 
Gratz, discovered that ¢the Lupulin 
Glands of the hops secreted not only 
this acid which he calls Hop acid, 
but also a peculiar’ resin, bearing a 
close resemblance to the resin secreted 
by the Indian Hemp, from’ which 
comes the dreadful poison Hashish. 

The Bremin Anti-Alechol Congress 
concluded that.while whiskey and 
brandy make a man crazy, beer tends 
to make him stupid. Dr. Forel, of 
the University of Zurich, says ‘‘The 
drinking of beer has killed the ideals 
and ethics and has produced an in- 
credible vulgarity.”’. The reason for 
the brutal sottishness is that each pint 
of beer contains desides a small glass 
of pure alcohol, a percentage of Lu- 
pulin, the-active principle of hops, 
which acts very much like the poison- 
ous principle of Indian hemp. At one 
time Indian hemp was used as a medi- 
cine, but it had to be given up on ac- 
count of its varying and poisonous 
characteristics. 

Prof. Forel, of the University. of 
Zurich, the. first great Institution in 
Europe to give up alcohol as a-medi- 
cine, reported that the beer drunkards 
outnumbered the spirits drunkards 
by 9 tol. Dr. Delbruck says that beer 
and wine countries such as France, 
Germany, Belgium and Bavaria, are 
more alcoho! soaked that the whiskey 
and brandy countries, and concludes 
that the beer danger is much greater 
than the spirit danger. 

A pamphlet entitled ‘Alcohol and 
the Power of, Resistance,”’ circulated 
widely among the German soldiers 
says, “‘There 1s no justification for 
calling beer, liquid bread, a glass of 
heavy beer, costing 25, pfennings con- 
tnins less.nourishment than a_ piece 
of cheese costing 1 pfenning.

While waiting for them at the water- 
ing frough the time.can, be profitably 
used in removing the harness, at least 
the collar, and cooling the shoulders 
by washing in cold water. Removing 
the hot harness in a hot barn during 
the hot noon hour is a great relief to 
the horse and 1s really worth while.— 
Kansas Farmer.

Women Run War Hospitals 


Constitute 


Whole Staff From Sur- 
geons to Orderlies 


A hospital in which only the patients 
are men is one of the war time inno- 
vations in London. It is in Endell 
street near Covent Garden Market, and 
the entire staff, from cooks to sur- 
geons, are women. The institution is 
the outgrowth of a: movement known 
as the Women’s Hospital Corps. A 
little body of women left England for 
France in the early stages of the war 
to nurse the wounded soldiers, but 
later’ they were called back, as they 
were needed even more urgently to 
care for the many wounded soldiers 
brought home to England. ° 

From this small beginning the hos- 
pital, which will ‘accomodate 500 
wounded soldiers, sprang. The wound- 
ed soldier is considerably surprised, 
if he is well enough to take notice, 
to be brought to the hospital and see 
only women orderlies in the corridors, 
and women surgeons and physicians to 
attend him. 

The medical staff consists of eight 
surgeons under the direction of a 
ehief surgeon, a dental surgeon, an 
ophthalmic surgeon, a pathologist, ah 
X-ray operator, an anaesthetist and 
a number of physicians. In addition, 
women medical students visit the hos- 
pital, and the entire administration 
supervision of the hospital is in wo- 
men’s hands.

ning to realize that this fs a conveni- 
ence, and also the fact that it costs 
something to secure this convenience. 
‘But we also realize that the retail 
| trade can be put on a much more sat- 
isfactory basis. Kither the country 
retail business must be done by farm- 
ers’ co-operative companies, which are 
showing efficicney and economy, or 
the men at present engaged in the 
retaj] trade in the country must get 
together and develop greater effici- 
ency. Efficiency that will enable them 
lo handle a wider variety of goods, 
and in the end render to the farmers 
that service which they have the 
right to expect for the profits taken 
on the commodities the storea handle. 

We have seen some very good retail 
establishments that are already rend- 
ering efficient service. These should 
be hunted up, and their methods 
studied, and developed. 

This efficient service, however, can- 
not be fully developed until such time 
as the store’s business is put on a cash 
basis, and some other organization 
carries the credit for the farmer. The 
country retailyr cannot be expected 
to in any way ‘compete with mail-order 
houses doing. a cas business as long 
as it is necessary for him to do a big 
| share of his business on time. Here 
lis where there is need for an efficient 
rural credit.system, or a more effi- 
cient service from our present bank- 
ing ‘system, so that there will be no 
need for the country stores, imple- 
{ment men or others to render a credit 
|service to the farmer in addition to 
{their regular busitess. 

As siated, there are but few who 
readily admit they appreciate the con- 
venience of the retail store in the 
village, but they are only beginning 
to appreciate. what 1t would mean to 
lose that service. Co-operative trading 
oh a wholesale basis or the mail-order 
house cannot give that convenience.

£udan Grass 


Valuable Forage Plant Which Has 
Proven Its Feeding Value 


Since the publication of the article 
upon Sudan Grass in a recent issue 
of The LFurrow there have been thou- 
sands of inquiries from farmers 
throughout the United States and 
many from Canada asking as to the 
feeding value of this crop and the 
probability of ite growing in 
sections. 

Inasmuch »s this was our first ex- 
perience with the plant, we are uneble 
accurately ‘to advise. After our seed 
had ripened, we cut the tops with the 
intentiqgn of saving all the seed in 
order to plant enough 
year to determine its value as_pas- 
ture, soiling crop and hay. 

After we had removed the seed 
heads, we cut the hay with a mower 
and fed it to dairy cows. While it 
was vipe, dry and apparently -uhin- 
viting, the cattle ate it ravenously, 
preferring it to alfalfa hay. So far 
as we were able to observe there was 
no decrease in the flow of milk. We 
attribute the appetizing quality to 
the fact that it is a semi-saceharine 
sorghum, which necessary gives it a 
pleasant, sweetish taste. 

As to its adaptability to various 
climates and conditions, we have had 
reports from .semi-arid sections, irri- 
gated sections, and high and low alti- 
udes, all indicating that it is a very 
desirable crop. We have advised 
(farmers in high altitudes and in 
semi-arid, regions to drill in rows and 
cultivate with the ordinary corn culti- 
vator, keep Jown tlre weeds, and muin- 
tain a mulch. We cannot, however, 
guarantee that the plant is markedly 
drouth resisting, nor that it will ma- 
ture in high altitudes until more ex- 
tensive’ demonstrations have beep 
} made. --The Fuirow.

farming. the bare fallow has come to 
@ regarded as indispensable. It/lends 
itself very favorably to the handling 
of large areas. ‘In this respect) it is, 
and will probably continue to be more 
popular than the covered fallow; the 
adoption of which is not wide in wert- 
ern Canada. Experiments at the Uni- 
versity at Saskatoon seem to point 
repeatedly to the fact.that almost as 
good yields can be obtained after corn 
which has been carefully tilled as 
from the bare fallow. While the bare 
fallow is more costly in that no crop 
is harvested, and while it doubtless 
dissipates much plant food elements, 
it has proven a very valuable instru- 
ment in the hands of intelligent grain 
growers in supressing weed growth 
and conserving moisture. 
1. To conserve moisture. 
2. To control weeds. 
The rainfall in- Saskatchewan 
ranges form 12 to 18 inches on the 
average. This is inadequate when 
one considers that plants require a 
large amount of moisture for normal 
development. Approximately 550 tons 
of moisture are required to develop 
one ton of dry matter. Again, for 
each two bushel yield of wheat per 
acre, on inch of.rain is required. Thus 
the conservation of all the moisture 
which falls becomes a determining 
factor towards success. 

Weeds hamper the’ growth of plants 
by crowding upon them and by rob- 
bing them of valuable moisture. Many 
of our western weeds are so large and 
| vigorous that grain plants cannot 
compete with them, these same weeds

In this connection, Mr. Angus Me- 
Kay ‘says that the fallow should 
ploughed in June and certainly not 
later than the middle of July. But 
if left until the end of July or in 
August one might as well be in bed, 
Ploughing at this  time—after the 
rainy season in June is like putting 
out the rain water barrel after the 
shower is over. Where moisture is 
the limiting factor early ploughing is 
essential but where frost is the 
limiting factor earliness does not be- 
come so insistent.

Daylight Saving 


Hour Taken From Sleep of Sloth Adds 
Millions to Wealth of. World 


In FBurope, where saying is now 
80 necessary, several countries have 
jumped all the clocks ahead an hour, 
with intent, of economizing those 
valuable 60 minutes from sleep ‘or 
sloth'for the urgent needs of daywork. 
Germany alone estimates an annual 
saving of over $400,000,000 a year in 
light and power bills. 

Possibly it is a reflex of this stimu- 
lus of innovation that is displayed 
in a kindred proposition advanced on 
this side of the water whereby one 
of our foremost activities—Stock Ex- 
ehange trading-—would gain an hour.

Proximity to a Good, Live Town Invariable Enhances the Value 
Of Farm Property, arid Every Assistance Should be 


Given to Building u 


Why Do Boys’ 
Leave the Farm 


Farmers’ Sons Should be Given ‘Some 
Incentive to Stay on the Farm 


If thé farmers’ sons would remain 
on the farm and keep pace with the 
new developments in agriculture with 
the same degree of activity that char- 
‘acterizes manufacturing and other 
industries, the problem of maintain- 
ing fertility and supplying food for 
the nation would-be solved. : 

Boys leave the farm because they 
are not given material encourage- 
ment to remain while they are in 
their ‘‘teens.”” The life of the average 


young boy on the farm is not very 
pleasant for man reasons. The hours 
of labor are long, drudgery is con- 
stant and the conveniences such as he 
has seen in city homes are lacking. 
No incefitive is offered to overcome 
those disagreeable features. Most 
boys, when young, want to become 
farmers like their fathers. They lis- 
ten to the representatives from the 
agricultural cclleges and the well- 
meaning city farmer enthusiasts pic- 
ture the beauties ‘of farm life, but 
when they face the cold reality the 
following morning, they are dissatis- 
fied and want to leave the farm. 

T believe T know how the majority 
of farm boys feci, for I was one my- 
self, «nd have observed them for more 
than a half ecntury. I believe that 
there is a remedy that will counter- 
act the dislike for the farm which 
so often prevuls among them, und 
that remedy is encouragement. Some 
incentive must be offered, not after 
boys irave reached their majority, but 
while they are just ‘‘kids.” ; 

The following incident, which came 
to iny notice many years ago, fairly 
illustrates what I mean by incentive, 
or encouragement, and the discourag- 
ing factor: 

The doctor was visiting a patient 
in the country. Just as he was leav- 
ing the house, little Johnny, the farm- 
er’s eight year old son, said, ‘Doctor, 
this is my birthday and papa has 
given me a pig. | 
it.” He proudly led the doctor to the 
pen, where he showed him a_ nice 
little black pig about a week old. He 
explained quite winutely the superior 
points of thia pig and said that he 
was voing to take care of: it and, when 
it got to be a big hog, would sell-it 
and have “lots of money.” 

From time to time during the sum- 
mer Johnny took great pride in show- 
ing his pig, watching it eat, and keep- 
ing it clean. Three times a day he 
would strut like a little man out to 
the pen carrying skim milk and an 
'armful of corn, and tried to act and 
talk like a full grown farmer.

———Q : 


The size and importance of the home 
town is the greatest single factor 1n- 
fluencing the value cf property in 
the vicinity. The value of the home 
town to the people living in and near 
it has been told, and re-told, on every 
possible occasion and in all sorts of 
Ways. Still, we have not yet come 
to appreciate what the home town 
really means—mveasured by the cold 
business standard of dollars and cents 
~to the people who own or cultivate 
land within the market zone of the 
town. 


A little story, true by the way. and 
similar instances within the experi: 
ence of every man, will emphasize the 
influence a home town has on land 
Values and bring the facts right close 
to everybody better than a serious 
discussion of the subject. After all, 


as a story that exactly fits the case; 
no example so striking as some simple 
happening with which we are all 
familiar 

A man with a large family and a 
small income owned a piece of land 
I a pioneer country w here towns were 
few and far hetween. He struggled 
along ‘for wWears without) making any 
material advancement. His fortunes 
did not improve, His family suffered 
privations, were denied the cheering 
Influence of society, and hig children 
were growing up uneducated, 

Considering all these disadvantages 
and handicaps. due solely to the dis- 
tance of his farm from a town or trade 
fing point, he determined te sell on® 
and. move to some place where the 
conditions of living were mé6re— in- 
Viting. He offered his land, together 
with all the improvements thereon, 
for twenty-five dollars an eere, but 
| despite his best efforts and the efforts 
of all his acquaintanees he could not 


a 


find a buyer. Nobody wanted the 
farm. The land was too far from a 
market and there were few advant- 


ages of the kind that appeal strongest. 
to the women and children of the 
family. 

For years this: man was unable to 
sell his farm even at a price that 
would have meant a loss to him, 
| Finally, a railroad was built through 
| the country, w branch road of no great 
importance, but certainly a real con- 
venience locally. A station was estab- 
lished within. a few miles ef the farin 
owned by our unfortunate friend and 
| a little town sprang up, as Western 
fowns do, and thrived as only towns 
in a new country ean thrive. 

Almost overmght there was a good 
graded school, churches, pretentious 
stores, places of amusement, good 
shipping facilities and a growing home 
market. 
| Now, right here just a word about 
‘this home market proposition. Speak- 
‘ing of The home market is like talk- 
ing about the home town. People do 
not seem to understand or appreciate 
what ‘if means to them. Little im- 
/pression is created because we all 
become accustomed to such conveni- 
ences and such edvantages and they 
only attract attention ky their ab- 
sence. The only man who talks a 
great deal about the home market is 
the fellow who hasn't any such thing. 
He is the man who gets very much 
exereised about building up a home 
market. 

In a bread general way, the home 
market means that many farm pro- 
ducts before unsalable, owing to lack 
of shipping and handling facilities 
and home consuniption, come into de- 
mand ut profitable prices. 

Take it 
‘friend who was so anxious to sell his 
Jand at a ruinous price. His fortunes 
changed with the coming of the home 
town. Produets upon whieh he pre- 
| Viously depended for his money in- 
come were either enhanced in price 
or the cost of marketing was much 
reduced, or both. Anyway, his yveur- 
, ly income was ereatly increased, al- 
' though he did not farm an extra acre 
| Of land or produce’ any more grain or 
live stock than he did before. His 
‘land was ne more productive, his im- 
provements represented no greater ex- 
penditure of capital or labor, still he 

was olfere? one hundred dollars an 
acre for his land—and would-be purch- 
jarers Were numerous.

ent relations between Mexico andthe United States. Seventy 
years ago the two countries were at war after a prolonged dip- 
lomatic dispute over the annexation of Texas, .The United 
States was caught unprepared then as it has been cuught now, 
The war was then long and costly, as this one will vertainly be 
if it takes place, In one respect the paralled will be incompiete; 
the war of 1846 brought into the United States coniderable 
area. of Mexican territory, besides Texas. it is not likely that 
the impending war would result in the further dismemberment 
of Mexico. 

The war of 1845-47 began in Texas with an attack by a super- 
ior Mexican force on a small army commanded by General Zuch- 
ary Taylor, a veteran of 1812-15. Having successfully repelled 

“~~~. the iuvaders, he followed them some distance into the interior, 
and worseveral victories, but was able to make little progress 
for want:of men and munitions. .Meanwhile General Winfield 
Scott had been appointed to the chief command of the forces, 
and in 1846 he was instructed to lay seige to Vera Cruz, with 
& veiw to an assault on Mexico, the capital city.. For some time 

' his progress was comparatively rapid, but when he reached 
Pueble his small army wae forced to remain there three months 
waiting for reinforcements and receiving further training. The 
beseiged city was captured by the middle of September. and it 
4 was occupied by the American forces until the conclusion of 
peace in the early part of 1848, 

If the present complications bring on the war there will prob- 
ably be comparatively little fighting during the first few months 
pending the raising, training, and munitiuning of-an adequate 
army by the United States. Perhaps half a million men will be 
needed to compore the firing line, act as reserves, and maintain 
communications. By the time these forces are able to take the 
field the Mexicans may have also a large force armed sufficiently 
to become formidable guerrillos, In such'a war the American 
seldiers would tind against them armed men with rifles and 
ammunition supplied by the connivance of the United States 
Government, first to General Villa, and afterwards to General 
Carranza. There may also be truth in that munition plants 
have been set up in Mexico by the advice of Germau refugees, 
who are said tu be also instructing the Mexican soldiers in the 
use of firearms. 

The prospect is not a pleasant one, but it will be faced with the 

‘calm courage of the race. Meanwhile the fine American fleet, 
like that of Great Britain, will institute an effective blockade, 
and endeavor to paralyze Mexico economically before cr paar | 
her by perfecly organized and throroughly equipped armies 
—Toronto Globe.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH. WEST LAND 
REGULATIONS 


es 


The sole head of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quarter-section of 
available Dominion land in Manitoba, Baskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must appear in person at the 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for the Dis- 
trict. Entry by proxy may be made at any Do- 
minion Lands Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon and cultiva- 
tion of the land in each of three years. A home- 
steader may live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, on certain 
conditions. A habitable house is required except 
where residence is performed in the vicinity. ‘ 

In certain districts a homesteader in good stand- 
Ing may pre-empt a quarter-sectien alongside his 
homestead.. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months’ residence in egch of three 
years after carning homestead patent; also 60 acres 
extra cultivation. 
tained as soon as homestead patent, on certain 
conditions, 

A settler who has exhausted his homestead right 
may take a purchased homstead ,in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must reside 
elx months ‘n each of three years, cultivate 50 scres 
and erect a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stony land. Live stock 
may be substituted for cultivation under certain 
conditions.

By this bill a system of twelve or 
more land banks in as many different 
parts of the union is established. Thus 
éach bank has control of the loans ip 


‘| that district, and these banks them- 


selves are under control of a tarm 
loan board of five members, non-par- 
tisan.. The secretary. of the United 
States: treasury must be one member 
of the board of five. 

Each land bank will have a cupital 
‘stock of at least\ $500,000. . This stock 
is to be offered to the public and if 
not subseribed for in a definite time 
will) subscribed by the United Statea 
government. The capital thus fur- 
nished will be supplied to farmers 
through co-operative farm loan asso- 
ciations made up. of ten or more farm- 
ers. The local, association,.would ob- 
tain its charter through the land bank 
of its district. 

Deserving ‘farmers desirous of bor- 
rowing would take stock in the farm 
loan association up to 5 per cent. of 
his loan. This assocation then would 
take an cqual amount of stock in the 
land bank, which would value. the se- 
ctirity offered by the association which 
in turn looks after the farmers’ secur- 
ity. On martgages amounting to $50,- 
000 a bank might issue a like amount 
of farm loan bonds which would be se- 
cured by all twelve land banks. 

This scheme is somewhat like the 
scheme of federal banks now in ex- 
‘istence in the United States. The 
great difference of course is that the 
system of federal banks is a superim- 
posed one, linking up a system of 
banks already thoroughly established. | 
The farm loan system, however, has 
the groundwork to create 

A somewhat similar bill has been | 
reported by the banking committee of ' 
the house of representatives in the 
United tSates, and will be brought up 
soon for consideratfon there. It is 
much the same in its prospective .re- 
sults, though somewhat different in its 
mode of operation.

In less than two years Germany has 
lost in battle over five times as many 
soldiers as the Union lost in four years 
of the, Civil War. Northern losses 
were 67,000 killed in battle and 43,000 
who died of wounds, making a total 
of 110,000 killed. The German killed 
amount to 664,000. Since the Kaiser 
has only about thtee times as large 
a population to draw upon us had 
Abraham Lincoln, and as he is losing 
men in battle over ten times as fast, 
the ratio of Germany's daily loss to 
population ’is more than three times 
as great as was the loss of the: North- 
ern States. But Germany is not allow- 
ing so many men to die of disease as 
did the United States. Disease took 
199,000 Union soldiers, or upward of 
double as many as were taken by Con- 
federate’ bullets. —Philadelphia Ledger.
